President Kennedy in an attempt to halt 
or discourage the continued shipping of 
arms and other military assistance to Cas- 
tro appears to be a compromise between 
the advocates of intervention and those 
who quail at the word. We should remem- 
ber that the last time th« administration 
tried to compromise the two points of 
view in regards to Cuba, thousands died 
at the Bay of Pigs and Castro became 
stronger than ever. 


The program includes the closing of 


United States ports to ships of any coun- 
try which carry arms to Cuba; denying U.S. 
government cargoes to ships of such a 
country; barring U. S. .ships from such 
trade; and closing all U.S. ports to any 
ship which on the same trip is involved 
in "Red bloc-Cuban trade." 


These proposals are similar to those 


suggested by Congressman Melvin Laird. 
But there are two major omissions. Soviet 
ships carrying anything whatsoever can 
steam in and out of Havana at will and 
there will be no attempt to halt the ex- 
port of Castro's brand of totalitarianism 
to other countries in this hemisphere.

By permit- 
ting Russia to carry arms to Cuba are we 
encouraging the Soviet Union to try this 
next step which must either mean shooting 
or admitting that the Soviet Union controls 
the Caribbean?
